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IF the Hatters’ £10m land purchase leads 
to a new stadium, this miniature replica 
could be a lasting tribute to the iconic 
Kenilworth Road ground. 

Jules Richards, 42, of Poynters Road, 
Luton, built his own version of Luton 
Town FC’s home for the last 110 years - 
out of Lego. 

Mr Richards said: “I’ve previously built 
Cardiff’s ground, being a Cardiff City fan, 
and a few others, but having a few mates 
who are Hatters fans I was asked to give 


it a go.” The build has received a huge 
response on Twitter and fan message 
boards, with one person even offering to 
buy it. 

Mr Richards added: “Even the club’s 
official Twitter account has got hold of it 
and shared it.” 

Asked whether he has plans to make 
any more, Mr Richards said: “I’ve had 
requests from friends to make Swindon 
Town and Burnley’s grounds but I don’t 
think that’ll happen for a while.” 


Murderer who 
fled country 
jailed for life

A NIGERIAN man who took part 
in the murder of a teenager 14 
years ago at a So Solid Crew gig 
was jailed for life on Friday. 

Adebayo Ekun (pictured far 
right ) fled the country back in 
2001 following the beating and 
stabbing to death of Marcus Hall 
{right), who was just 18. 

Ekun, who was 25 at the time 
and living in South London, made 
his way back to his native Nigeria 
where he remained over the years, 
even getting married and having 
two children. 

Earlier this year, police in 
Nigeria swooped on an address 
and found Ekun present, who was 
arrested and brought back to the 
UK and charged with the murder. 

On Friday he pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to at least 10 years. 

He had been part of a gang that 
chased Marcus and his friends 
through Luton and attacked him 
as he lay helpless on the ground. 

The incident happened at 
Atmosphere nightclub on March 
21 , 2001 . 

Marcus’ group arrived after 
midnight and were unable to get 
in and were still outside at 2am 
when crowds began to leave. 
Ekun had been at a So Solid Crew 
gig held at the club that night with 
friends. 


After the event, it wasn’t long 
before violence flared and Marcus 
and his friends found themselves 
caught up in an street fight with 
another group of men. 

He and his group were forced to 
flee and were chased from Chapel 
Street along Flowers Way and into 
Park Street West. Unable to keep 
up with his friends, Marcus col¬ 
lapsed to the ground and was 
then set upon by his pursuers. 

On Friday Judge Michael Kay 
QC, hearing the case, was told 
that Ekun had been one of the 
group chasing Marcus. 

He died shortly afterwards from 
the stab wounds and the head 
injuries he had suffered, which 
included a fractured skull. 

Five people were eventually 
convicted of the murder of 
Marcus at the Old Bailey, but 


Ekun remained at large. 

A statement from Marcus’ moth¬ 
er Icelyn Wilson was read out in 
court in which she said the loss 
had been ‘soul destroying’. 

She said: “The death of Marcus 
will never leave me or my family 
-14 years down the line and it still 
hurts as if it had happened yester¬ 
day and I will never get over it. 

“I would like Adebayo Ekun to 
know the impact his and the oth¬ 
ers’ actions in killing my son has 
had on my family.” 

Detective Sergeant Mark Devine 
added: “If you commit, or are 
involved in, serious crime such as 
this, then there is literally no 
place to hide. We are committed 
to catching those responsible no 
matter how long it takes. 

“This was a vicious attack that 
cost a young man his life.”

Pet owners living 
in fear as number 
of animals taken 
almost tops 1,000

FEWER than ten people 
have been arrested or 
charged despite more 
than 800 animals being 
stolen in the county over 
the last three years, LoS 
can reveal. 

Between 2012-2015, 
thieves made off with 297 
fish, 111 partridges, 122 
chickens and 74 dogs. A 
further 19 rabbits, 13 cats 
and four birds were also 
pinched, among others. 

In total, 880 animals 
were stolen during 139 
separate incidents but 
only three people have 
been charged. 

The data comes from a 
Freedom of Information 
request sent to 
Bedfordshire Police. 

The force said it has a 


‘dedicated’ wildlife offic¬ 
er tackling the issue. 

A number of pet owners 
looking for lost animals 
are now concerned they 
have fallen victim to 
thieves. 

Corrinne Rockall, from 
Southill, moved to the 
county two months but 
fears her Bengal cat 
named Sybil may have 
been stolen. She has not 
been seen since July 4. 

She said: “She had been 
going out and coming 
back but on this particu¬ 
lar day I was working 
from home so the door 
was open longer. 

“She never came back 
so I do not know if she has 
been hurt, is being fed by 
someone or if she has 
been taken.” 

Cem Skylark, from 
Dunstable, said he also 


feared his cockatoo 
called Magic, which went 
missing on June 25, could 
also have been taken. 

Nina Cole, a profession¬ 
al pet sitter from Eaton 
Bray, said pet owners 
must be ‘more vigilant’. 

She said: “What makes 
my blood boil is that 
some people leave their 
dogs outside at the super¬ 
market but we want to 
discourage this because 
it only takes a few sec¬ 
onds to steal a dog.” 

A police spokeswoman 
said the wildlife officer 
was had a ‘series of pri¬ 
orities’ set for 2014-16. 

She added: “The objec¬ 
tives are aimed at pre¬ 
vention, gathering intel¬ 
ligence about offending 
and enforcement success 
around rural crime, 
including animal theft.” 



STAY PUT: Andrew Selous thinks Britain should refuse refugees 


Selous wants refugees to 
stay near war-torn Syria 


ANDREW Selous MP has 
said he wants to see Syrian 
refugees remain as close to 
their country of origin as 
possible. 

His remarks come after a 
number of Tory MPs called 
for more refugees to be 
allowed into the UK, despite 
David Cameron reaffirming 
his position that accepting 
more people was ‘not the 
simple answer to the situa¬ 
tion’ and no more refugees 
should be taken in. 

Mr Cameron later changed 
his position, following wide¬ 
spread public outcry. 


Mr Selous, Conservative 
MP for South West 
Bedfordshire, said: “I want 
to see peace return to areas 
in the Middle East and refu¬ 
gees to remain as close to 
Syria as possible so we can 
see them return easily.” 

Dunstable activist Dan 
Heley, who has been work¬ 
ing closely with CalAid, 
which helps refugees in 
Calais, told Luton on Sunday: 
“It’s irresponsible given the 
humanitarian crisis and it 
emulates what has mostly 
been his party’s position 
throughout.”

Chef warns that curry 
houses facing ‘decline’

TOUGHER immigration laws are 
contributing to a decline in the 
town’s curry houses, a businessman 
has warned. 

Oli Khan, who lives in Luton but 
runs two restaurants in Stevenage 
and is a regional director for the 
Bangladeshi Caterers Association, 
said the town had gone from having 
60 curry houses to 21 in the space of 
three years. 

Nationally, he said many curry 
houses were closing every week 
because there are not enough skilled 
chefs locally. 


He said: “The policies around non- 
EU migrants are affecting the curry 
houses.” 

The government puts a cap on 
skilled migrants coming from outside 
the EU, and they must earn at least 
£29,570 - £5k more than the average 
salary for such a job. 

He added: “Chefs are the bedrock of 
the curry house and a lot of curry 
houses cannot produce them over 
here. 

“For example, to run a 50 to 70-seat- 
er curry house you need eight people 
this is split between four people in 
the kitchen and four at front of house. 

“So if you pay £29k to a chef from 


overseas and you need two skilled 
chefs, they cannot afford it. 

“Curry houses come under the 
small business category and it’s hard 
for them to pay that much.” 

Mr Khan also said a lot of curry 
houses brought in foreign chefs 
because the ‘new Asian generation 
does not want to be in the industry’. 

He said previous attempts to train 
workers from other nationalities had 
not worked very well. 

He added: “We have 12,500 curry 
houses in the UK but a lot are closing 
every week so if the government does 
not save this industry then the British 
economy will be affected.”

Refugee family’s 
mission to Calais

THE daughter of two 
Bosnian refugees will spend 
her 23rd birthday delivering 
supplies to Calais to return 
the kindness her family was 
showed on arrival. 

Victoria Dautovic, of 
Cheviot Road, Luton, will be 
travelling down with her par¬ 
ents and brother, Sead, on 
September 17 to give some¬ 
thing back, after her family 
found refuge from the 
Bosnian War when they 
arrived in Luton in 1992. 

Ms Dautovic said: “Our sur¬ 
vival is all thanks to the kind 
and giving spirit of the amaz¬ 
ing people of Luton.” 


“This is how I wanted to 
spend my birthday, as with¬ 
out the help my family 
received we wouldn’t be here 
today.” 

Her mother Kelima and her 
older sister Ena arrived on 
September 7, 1992 and 

Victoria was born at Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital 10 
days later. 

Her father, Emver, arrived 
in Luton six months later, 
after time in the notorious 
Omarska detention camp. 

Her mother’s journey took 
her from her hometown of 
Kozarac to England via a 
concentration camp and a 
refugee camp, escaping the 
Prijedor massacre. It was 
there that an aid worker from 


Luton took around 20 asylum 
seekers back home. 

The story of the Dautovic’s 
arrival originally appeared 
in Bedfordshire on Sunday in 
September 1993. 

Miss Dautovic added: “We 
have quite a lot of supplies to 
drop off already but we are 
always looking for more. 

“I’m not asking for money, 
mainly winter clothes such 
as scarves, gloves, hats, 
socks, old coats and shoes 
and sanitary items for the 
women.” 

Donation drop off points 
are located at the Luton 
Culture Trust Centres.

Watchdog brands 
home inadequate

INSPECTORS have branded a care service as 
‘inadequate' after raising concerns about its 
staff recruitment and management style. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) said 
the way Luke’s Place, in Putteridge Park, 
recruited staff was ‘not safe’ as background 
checks were not completed on six employees 
before they started work. It also found that 
assessments were not done on fire hazards or 
the risk of Legionnaire’s disease. 

The residential home, which looks after 
people with learning and physical disabilities 
or mental health conditions, was visited on 


June 11 as part of a routine inspection. 

According to the CQC’s report, manager 
Susan Hardman, did not ‘demonstrate strong 
visible leadership or give consistent direc¬ 
tion’ to her staff or have ‘effective systems in 
place to assess the quality of the service’. 

Although staff were said to be ‘caring’, 
inspectors said ‘people were not always sup¬ 
ported to maintain good health’. 

The CQC said it would be keeping the care 
home under review until another inspection 
was done in six months’ time. The service is 
expected to have made ‘significant improve¬ 
ments’ by then. 

Luton on Sunday contacted Luke’s Place but 
the care home declined to comment.

Safety report needs work 

I SEE a local community is still pursuing its 
case against Luton Borough Council for the 
tragic death of a little girl in a collision with 
a bus in Bury Park. 

Not satisfied with the coroner’s finding 
that nobody was to blame they have now 
engaged the services of an expert to look 
into the matter. So far this expert’s findings 
seem limited to declaring that crossing 
points need better control, the road isn’t 
wide enough and that the presence of con¬ 
crete bollards on the pavement were a con¬ 
tributory factor. 

Maybe that’s a good first step - but it surely 
didn’t take an ‘expert’ to come up with that? 
In any case what is needed is some sensible 
solutions to the problem. 

So should there be more control of the 
crossing points? Perhaps, but that wouldn’t 
have saved the life of this little girl because 


she was not attempting to cross the road, 
she was most likely just being a little girl 
and running around burning up energy. 
Therefore this observation is irrelevant to 
this case. 

Should the road be widened? Not possible 
without making the footpath narrower 
which would only force more pedestrians 
onto the road. And how would the traders 
respond to having to move their stalls back 
inside their shops? 

And the bollards? My guess is they were 


only put there in the first place to discour¬ 
age motorists from parking all across the 
path. Double yellow lines don’t work as has 
been amply demonstrated when a local 
shop-owner recently complained bitterly to 
LBC because traffic wardens were having 
the temerity to hand out tickets to his cus¬ 
tomers for parking on them. 

There are no quick fixes, short of banning 
traffic from the area altogether or closing 
down the shops. 

But there is a big lesson for LBC here: that 


Luton is massively overcrowded and to keep 
encouraging more and more people to live 
here without first developing the infrastruc¬ 
ture is little short of criminal lunacy. 
Building more houses will only make the 
problem worse because it will attract even 
more people. LBC must start to accept that 
we don’t have a shortage of accommodation 
but instead we have just far too many peo¬ 
ple. 

Radical solutions are needed. For starters, 
why not encourage homeless families to 
move away by handing them vouchers - for 
say £10,000 - which they could cash only 
after being able to demonstrate they had 
subsequently lived elsewhere in the UK 
(minimum 50 miles from Luton) for at least 
five years? £10,000 might seem generous but 
it’s a lot less than the cost of building a new 
home. And what’s more it would reduce the 
strain on our infrastructure, including our 
overcrowded busy streets.

IMAGINE your home is on 
fire and you’re trapped on the 
first floor. 

Sirens wail, the flames are 
so close you can hear them 
crackle and a fire officer 
fights their way through the 
smoke and guides you to 
safety. When they take their 
helmet off who do you see? 

You’d be forgiven for pictur¬ 
ing a macho fireman - your 
Fireman Sam duvet cover 
still stashed in the cupboard 
might go a long way to 
explaining why a mere four 
per cent of firefighters 
nationwide are female. 

lust 18 out of the 396 fire¬ 
fighters currently serving in 
Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service are women, but an 
appeal has been launched for 
female firefighters to buck 
the trend and join the team. 

Firefighter Marion Carlile, 
46, serves confidently beside 
her male colleagues in facing 
up to whatever dramas and 
incidents are thrown her way. 

But one of her standout 
memories is not exactly a 
towering inferno moment - it 
was a call-out to rescue a cow 
stuck in a river. 

“It was very frightened, and 
it took a very long time to 
get it out of the water,” 

Marion says. 



“One of the best things 
about the job is the training 
opportunites, the life skills 
you learn. I loved the blue- 
light training. It’s brilliant. I 
almost squealed with excite¬ 
ment the first time I drove a 
fire engine to a call out. 

“We all receive basic animal 
rescue training, we all know 
basic trauma care. That was 
something I didn’t expect - 
education has helped prevent 
a lot of fires now and we more 


often get called out to assist 
road accidents.” 

Sprinting into life-threaten¬ 
ing situations is in the job 
description; how do firefight¬ 
ers keep their heads when lit¬ 
erally under fire? 

“There’s a lot of camarade¬ 
rie on the team and you never 
feel like you’re dealing with it 
on your own. I’m the only 
female on the team but I’ve 
never felt like I’m on the back 
foot.

10,000 showroom 
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Youths behind bars 
for attack at court

TEENAGE gang members have been jailed 
for a total of 32 years and eight months after 
attacking rivals in Luton town centre. 

They discovered the other gang members 
were going to court to support a pal and real¬ 
ised they would have to be unarmed to pass 
through security. Members of the ‘Lewsey 
Trap’ attacked their bitter rivals from the 
‘Purley Crew’ when they left Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on December 2 last year. 

In the ambush a teenage boy from the Purley 
Crew was stabbed four times. 

On Tuesday Derrick Clarke, 19, of Fenson 
Drive, Luton, was jailed for 11 years. He had 
been found guilty of conspiracy to cause 
grievous bodily harm with intent. He admit¬ 
ted wounding with intent, violent disorder 
and possessing a weapon. Mohammed 
Lahdiri, 18, of Leyton, East London, was 
jailed for six years and eight months having 
pleaded guilty to wounding with intent, vio¬ 
lent disorder and possessing a weapon. 

Ciaran Lambert, 17, of Roman View, 

Flitwick, who had admitted wounding with 
intent, violent disorder and possessing a 
weapon, was sentenced to nine years youth 
custody and 17-year-old Javante Fraser of 
Williton Road, Luton, who admitted wound¬ 
ing with intent, violent disorder and possess¬ 
ing a weapon, was sentenced to six years. 

Sejon King, 18, of Williton Road, Luton, who 
was found guilty of conspiracy to cause griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with intent, will be sen¬ 
tenced at a later date.

Soldier lent his 
name to town’s 
big car maker 


THIS week Howard Chandler tells us more 
about the links between Luton and Vauxhall. 

The name Vauxhall comes from the London 
home of Faulkes de Breaute. Faulkes Hall 
became Foxhall and then Vauxhall. 

His coat of arms featured a griffin, adopted 
as the badge for Vauxhall Motors. 

De Breaute was given the Manor of Luton by 
King John in the 13th century, so when 
Vauxhall Ironworks Co. Ltd arrived in Luton in 
1905 they could be said to be returning home. 

One of the men responsible for the move 
was Percy Kidner and in 1989 a close was 
named for him in the newly developed 
Bushmead area. 

Kidner was managing director of Vauxhall 
from 1903 and was instrumental in the 
growth of the company for a quarter of a 
century. A keen competition driver, in 1908 
he drove a 20hp Vauxhall 2,000 miles without 
an involuntary stop, the first time a car man¬ 
aged this feat. 

On leaving Vauxhall he started a successful 
car sales and service organisation in Oxford 
along with Works manager A J Hancock.

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3,000 call for review into 
treatment of ex-EDL leader 


REVIEW: The petition was launched 
soon after Tommy was arrested, just 
weeks after being released from prison 


A PETITION calling for a judi¬ 
cial review into the treatment 
of ex-EDL leader Tommy 
Robinson has been signed by 
almost 3,000 people. 

It has been launched online 
by a supporter who said they 
were ‘extremely distressed’ 
by the way Robinson has been 
treated by the authorities. 

Robinson, whose real name 
is Stephen Lennon, was 
recently arrested again - 
weeks after being released 
from prison. A post on 
Facebook by Helen Gower, his 
assistant, said his arrest was 
related to a fight he was 


involved in during his time in 
Peterborough prison. 

The petition, on change.org, 
states: ‘During his times in 
prison, Tommy has been 
attacked on numerous occa¬ 
sions. He has received an 
enormous amount of death 
threats, including threats to 
his wife and children - which 
the police have not done any¬ 
thing about.’ 

In January last year 
Robinson was given an 
18-month sentence for mort¬ 
gage fraud. However, he was 
released and then recalled 
last October. 


Data probe closed 


AN investigation into ‘personal and sensitive’ 
patient data incorrectly disclosed by a hospi¬ 
tal has concluded that no further action 
needs to be taken. 

Luton and Dunstable Hospital said it has 
apologised to those affected after the breach¬ 
es, which happened in December last year, 
resulted in the data being'disclosed in error’. 

A spokeswoman for the L&D declined to give 
further details about the incident but said 
that the Information Commissioner’s Office 
(ICO) had been informed at the time. 
Information about the data breach was 
released in the hospital’s 2014/15 report. 

In September 2013 the L&D had another 
incident in which patient records held at an 


off site library were not correctly filed by a 
third party company which handles its data. 

A hospital spokeswoman said: “The hospital 
can confirm that the investigations into the 
three ‘disclosed in error’ data breaches 
reported in the trust’s annual report for 
2014/15 have been concluded and closed. 
Apologies were made to the patients involved 
and no further action was necessary.” 

The spokeswoman also said the probe into 
the data breach had been a ‘full information 
governance investigation by the trust’. 

She added: “The ICO was satisfied by the 
trust’s findings and the investigation has now 
been closed by both the Luton and Dunstable 
University Hospital and the ICO.”

A Food writer Monaz Dumasia is keen to help 
families get a healthy start in the morning 


ith busy

THE days of cutting and past¬ 
ing the elements of a page 
together might be long since 
gone, but at Westferry 
Printers, the distinctive smell 
of fresh newsprint still hangs 
in the air. 

Based in Kimpton Road in 
Luton, Westferry has four 
gearless presses which print 
hundreds of thousands of 
copies of Luton on Sunday 
and its sister titles 
Bedfordshire on Sunday, the 
Northampton Herald and Post, 
and Milton Keynes News, as 
well as national red tops like 
the Daily Express and Daily 
Star. 

From morning until night 
the 150,000 sqft, £60 million 
shed is thrumming with life - 
albeit it mostly mechanical 
these days - as millions of 
copies of newspapers, maga¬ 
zines and leaflets, national 
and local, fly off the produc¬ 
tion line. 

The journey from idea to 
reality begins with the daily 
delivery of gigantic reels of 
paper each weighing in at 
around 1.25 tonnes. The reels 
are then stacked by fork-lift 
style robots, one on top of the 
other, until they are taken 
individually to be prepared 
for a print run. 

Once the reels are primed 
and ready on the stands for 
printing, they are moved, 
again by robots as the process 



is almost entirely automated, 
so the printed word can be 
transferred from the plates 
onto the paper by a number of 
separate machines. 

At their fastest, these 
machines can go through 14.5 
m of paper in a single second. 

Mick Crawley, operations 
manager at Westferry, tells 
me the job of moving the reels 
was done by several men once 
upon a time, 

but although the process has 
become twice as fast, the 
introduction of improved 
machinery has come at a 
heavy price for workers. 

At present there are 83 per¬ 
manent members of staff, as 


well as numerous sub-con¬ 
tractors. 

“We used to push the reel 
into the reel stand by our¬ 
selves and we only need half 
the amount of people to run 
the machines as we did 
before,” he says. 

“The problem is people 
don’t want to pay money for 
newspapers anymore, they 
want everything for free. It all 
relies on advertising and to 
keep the costs down you have 
to cut the labour.” 

Back on the floor the next 
step is to make up the plates. 
For every page there are four 
plates - one in each of the 
four colour groups; cyan, 
magenta, yellow and black. 
Each plate has a code on its 
side denoting the type of col¬ 
our it is and what page in the 
paper appears on it. 

Mick says: “When you click 
send it goes straight to the 
machines and the PDF of the 
page is separated into CMYK. 

“Once we’ve started print¬ 
ing, a copy goes down a shoot 
to be checked every two min¬ 
utes to make sure everything 
looks like it should and all the 
colours are right. 

“From when Luton on 
Sunday comes off the stone 
(when every page has been 
sent) to coming off the press 
it takes around 35 minutes.”

Volkswagen’s Touareg range is 
now powered exclusively by 
3.0-litre diesel engines available 
in either 204 or 262PS outputs.

The Touareg engine range has 
been rationalised and it’s now 
far easier to understand. There 
are two engines to choose from 
and they’re both economical 
3.0-litre turbo diesels. One 
makes 204PS and the other a 
gutsier 262PS, both driving all 
four wheels via a brilliant eight- 
speed Aisin automatic gearbox. 
With this transmission top speed 
is reached in 6th gear, 7th and 
8th essentially being used as 
overdrive gears to improve 
cruising economy. 

That said, not all Touaregs 
are created equal, especially if 
you’re planning to venture off 
road. For anything a bit Bear 
Grylls you might want to look 
to the Escape version which 
features the 4XMOTION off¬ 
road four-wheel drive system, 
with 50:50 torque split and 
centre and rear axle mechanical 
differential locks, higher off-road 


suspension, 18-inch ‘Karakum’ 
alloy wheels, 100-litre fuel tank 
(85 litres is standard on SE), and 
underbody protection. 

The styling of the latest 
Touareg models definitely has 
some extra sparkle as a result 
of the most recent facelift. The 
styling hasn’t been radically 
altered by the net effect is a 
sleeker, less macho look. The 
revised bumpers incorporate 
grilles with more slats than 
a Ferrari Testarossa and the 
revised alloy wheel designs are 
also a good deal showier than 
the utilitarian look of some of 
the older designs.

Almost 2,000 Ford Mustang orders have 
been taken in the UK since January as 
the first right-hand drive cars begin to 
roll off the production line at Flatrock 
Assembly Plant in Michigan, North 
America. The Ford Mustang - introduced 
in the U.S. more than 50 years ago - has 
excited fans across the globe, but has 
never been available to order with 
right-hand drive, until now. The first UK 
customer deliveries are expected from 
November, with extra supply secured to 
meet the greater than expected demand. 
So far, 80 per cent of UK customers have 
opted for the fastback body style over 
the convertible and 70 per cent have 
specified the 416PS 5.0-litre V8 engine 
over the more fuel-efficient 317PS 
2.3-litre EcoBoost engine. Mustang’s 
six-speed manual transmission is the 
slightly more popular choice (55 per 
cent) over the six-speed automatic, 
which comes with sporty SelectShift 
paddle control.

Three goals, three points and League Two 
victory at long, long last - this may have just 
been the Luton we were promised in pre¬ 
season. 

The Hatters have been due some luck this 
term and a red card for Cambridge’s Harrison 
Dunk turned the contest in Town’s favour, 
not that John Still agreed. The manager called 
the dismissal “poor” and said: “I don’t think it 
was game changer. We’ve played in a really 
strong atmosphere away from home and in 
my opinion I think we’ve controlled the game 
against a good side.” 

But immediately after the hosts were 
reduced to ten men Luke Wilkinson scored to 
make it 2-1 and Danny Green added his sec¬ 
ond in successive games to wrap up the 
points. It’s a result and a performance that 
could change everything to Town this term. 

“A small step on a long road” was how Still 
rightly described it but they broke the spell of 
those last-minute blunders and bar Leon 
Legge’s equaliser they were immense at the 
back under the physical threat of Cambridge’s 
aerial game plan - their only tactic. 

Craig Mackail-Smith may not have scored 
but the striker really helped Town drive home 
their advantage while Luke Guttridge again 
raised questions about his omission from the 
first five league games. 

The playmaker was the start turn in 
Tuesday’s Johnstone’s Paint Trophy victory 
over Leyton Orient and at the Abbey Stadium 
he followed that up with a goal of the season 
contender from 40-yards to opening the scor¬ 
ing. 


The U’s restored parity seven minutes later 
through Legge - a header, naturally - but that 
was Luton’s only indiscretion. 

By law of averages one of Cambridge’s 
relentless crosses had to go in as they set their 
stall out early and almost opened the scoring 
in the fourth minute but Wilkinson did 
enough to put off Barry Corr at the back post 
and the striker headed Dunk’s cross wide of 
the back post. 

Moments after Cambridge squandered a 
gilt-edged chance, when an unmarked 
Robbie Simpson sent a flying header wide, 
Town punished them in the most spectacular 
of fashions. 

Former U’s man Guttridge saw Chris Dunn 
off his line and from lobbed the keeper from 


the neighbouring postcode. His nonchalance 
in doing so making it even more mystifying 
that this was his first Football League appear¬ 
ance of the campaign. He must keep his shirt. 

That moment of magic aside, the Hatters 
had maintained much possession with no 
penetration and then had to battle with the 
hosts’ direct, aerial bombardments, which 
was the source of frequent panic in Luton’s 
penalty box. Though the ever dangerous Corr 
saw Mark Tyler instinctively stoop low to keep 
out his header, the goalie had no chance sec¬ 
onds later when Legge nodded a bullet past 
him to equalise. Luton’s lead had lasted just 
seven minutes. 

Town survived until the break but there was 
a multi-player scuffle by the dugouts as they

left the pitch, with Scott Cuthbert and Corr 
the main protagonists and at each other’s 
throats all the way from the halfway line to 
the tunnel despite a talking to by referee 
Graham Salisbury. 

There was less of the heated stuff immedi¬ 
ately after the restart but a niggly first half 
had virtually ensured this game had a red 
card in it. 

Hatters fans will be more than happy to see 
referee Graham Salisbury take charge of their 
contests again after he dismissed Cambridge’s 
Tom Naylor in the same fixture last term. 
When it came in the 64th minute of this 
match it was rather innocuous with Dunk 
dismissed for a hand ball and second yellow 
card. 


But it proved a crucial as from the resulting 
free-kick Green - who had earlier struck the 
side netting - found Wilkinson and the centre 
back powered home a header, delivering a 
dose of Cambridge’s own medicine for his 
second of the season.

Luke Guttridge admitted it has been a frus¬ 
trating start to the season but believes he 
has now given manager John Still a dilem¬ 
ma after he helped Luton to their first 
League Two win of the season. 

The playmaker had not featured at all 
before this week but he returned in midweek 
to guide the Hatters to victory in the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy and then scored a 
stunning 40-yard lob as they beat Cambridge 
United 3-1. 

“From a personal point of view it’s just nice 
to get out and play some games,” Guttridge 
said. “It has been frustrating. I’ve been 100 
per cent fit, training really well and I’m dis¬ 
appointed I’ve had to wait as long as I have.” 

The 33-year-old was virtually guaranteed a 
start against his old club United after he was 
the star turn against Leyton Orient on 
Tuesday, but his chances of a first league 
appearance were greatly improved due to 
the international week. 

Paddy McCourt joined the Northern 
Ireland squad while Cameron McGeehan 
turned down the chance to play for their 
under-21s - as he wants to play for England - 
and was suspended from action under FIFA 


rules. Guttridge said: “An opportunity has 
arisen. Cam has been suspended, Paddy is 
on international duty and I’ve gone from 
being in the stands and nowhere near the 
team to being given a chance and hopefully 
it give the manager a bit of food for thought.” 

The midfielder opened the scoring but 
Cambridge levelled seven minutes later in a 
tetchy first half. The game hinged on the 
sending off of United’s Harrison Dunk and 
Luke Wilkinson headed the Hatters in front 
from the resulting free-kick. 

Danny Green then added a third after a 
well-worked passing move and Guttridge 
said: “It’s been what we’ve needed this sea¬ 
son. Something to kick-start us. 
Performances have been better than where 
the league position puts us but it’s a first 
league win and now we’ve done that hope¬ 
fully we can kick on.” 

On his strike, which will be a goal of the 
season contender, Guttridge said: “Luckily, it 
has dropped kindly and I’ve seen the keeper 
backtracking. Sometimes you hit them and 
they go in and other times they don’t. Today 
it has gone in. 

“Instinct took over and I knew the goal¬ 
keeper was off his line so I addressed it and 
tried to get as solid a connection as I could. 
Thankfully I’ve caught it sweet as a nut and 
it’s gone over [the goalkeeper’s head]. I don’t 
know why the keeper bothered diving.”
